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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's cited prior art in figure 30 of the specification. 

Applicant's recited prior art in figure 30 discloses the information merging 
section 103, the connection information section 104 for generating connector 
information between the lead frame and semiconductor chips, an integrating section 
106 for generating integrated connection information between the semiconductor chips 
and the lead frame from the connection information provided by section 104. The title of 
section 106 "COMPLETE CONNECTION DIAGRAM STORING SECTION" teaches 
that the entire connection information may be displayed on a single drawing. 

Relevant Prior Art 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Akasaka (4989166) discloses a method for the design of a mold for a 
semiconductor plastic package with a semiconductor chip with a mounted lead frame. 
The invention further includes model interaction synthesizing means for dividing the shape by 
interaction processing, defining the amount of a feature in an interactive manner and allocating

an analysis model to a partial shape, log retaining means for retaining input information during 
interactive processing, know-how forming means for registering know-how in the know-how 
registration means from log information to form a know-how effective for synthesizing models, 
and know-how editing means for merging know-how already registered in the know-how 
registration means and know-how formed by the know-how forming means and avoiding an 
occurrence of contradiction between the different know-how. 

Ogawa (6349240) disclose a semiconductor device manufacturing system 
including chip and related lead frame information, including relevant coordinate 
positioning. Chip failure information is merged with wafer test information in order to 
obtain a complete distribution of failure history. 

Akram (6762502) discloses a method of forming semiconductor device 
packages where before fabrication of an object, the files for the support and the 
structure are merged. This includes chip and associated lead frame information.
